As stated in the annual report of the Committee on the 
Publication of Medals, January 18, 1909, the medal de- 
signed by Mr. Emil Fuchs, at the request of The American 
Numismatic Society, to commemorate the discovery of the 
Hudson River by Henry Hudson in the year 1609 and the 
first use of steam in navigation on the Hudson River by 
Robert Fulton in the year-1807 has been adopted by the 
Hudson-Fulton Celebration Commission as its official 
medal. 

The original dies, prepared by The American Numisma- 
tic Society, are three inches in diameter. From these dies 
there have been struck, for members of this Society only, 
two examples in native gold from California, and one hun- 
dred examples in solid sterling siluer, numbered from one 
upward. 

These dies are now to be delivered to Messrs. Tiffany 
& Company, who will strike therefrom only such medals in 


native Alaskan gold as may be required by the Hudson- 
Fulton Celebration Commission for presentation to the 
head of each nation represented in the celebration by one 
or more of its naval vessels. After such use these three- 
inch dies are to be deposited in the Museum of your 
Society. All other issues of this official medal will be of 
other sizes and of much larger editions. 

These one hundred silver medals are now offered to the 
members of The American Numismatic Society for sub- 
scription at the price of $10 each. Each member may 
subscribe for one or more medals, and they will be allotted 
in the numerical order of the applications therefor until the 
entire issue has been taken. This edition is strictly limited 
to one hundred medals in silver.

Is the time for the preparation of this medal limited? ~ This 
has a very direct bearing on the matter. ‘any of the seulptors whose 
names were sent are busy, and will not stop to submit a design for 
a@ competition. Moreover the artists feel strongly acainst come] 
petitions. Some refuse to compete from principle. And a competition 
involves the expenditure of a very considerable amount of time. 
There mst be about a month for the preparation of the deaiens, 
‘ond additional time*for the completion of them = for they will in 
such a case be merely preliminary sketches. Then, in any event, - 
at least three weeks more for the preparation of the dies must be 
given, and nearif as smcohy more for the striking of the medals if they 
are required in any conside-nble quantity. Much time will be saved —

I am today in receipt of a communication from Bailey, 
Banks & Biddle regarding the cost of Medals such as you 
diserited for us when you were here. They state that they 
can furnish them one and a half inches in diameter in lots 
of one thousand or more at a cost of seventy-five cents 
and upward governed by the quality and workmanship. This 
means that they would be unable to give a closer estimate 
before secing whether the sculptor's model is in high or 
low relief and without knowing how many medals would be 
@egired. An order for seven thousand would reduce the cost 
of cach ene to such an extent that it would enable them to 
put in the entire lot a very meh higher grade of workman- 
ship. 


The models for our Peace Medal are here, andéI should 
"like very much to have you see them. I fear however that 
there is hardly anything which would quite meet your needs. 
There are two or three young sculptors of standing however, 
who could, I feel sure,.be induced to undertake a medal 
such as you discribe for five hundred dollars, and I am’ 
confident that the result would be a pleasing one. Please 
feel that I shall be very happy if I can serve you further 
in this regard.
